‘THE ADVANCE ON PEKING. 


; (Daily Presa: 7th August.) 
As will be seen by our telegram) published 


. in another column, it is not expected that the 


advance on Peking will prove an easy walk- 
over, or even that it will be as readily ac- 
complished as was the march of Sir Hors 
Geant and Baron Paurxao in the last 
Chinese War. Although Tientsin City has 
been stormed and captured, and the Chinese 
troops beaten back with heavy losses, they 
have returned, like the flies, in apparently 
undiminished numbers and again! surround 
the City and settlements. They muster in 
strong force outside, and they will nv doubt 
make determined efforts to resist the advance 
of the Allied Army. It is to be hoped that 
the Allies have not made the mistake of 
underestimating the foe. It must not be 
forgotten that the latter have the whole 
country for their base, and that whatever 
losses they sustain can be made good im- 
mediately, whereas the Allies will grow 
weaker as they advance, and after every 
engagement will be more and more hamper- 
ed with the care of the wounded. The 


and, thanks to the eagerness with which 
their wants in this direction have been sup- 
plied by European makers, they possess an 
ample stock of the most approved modern 
Their weakness will be first in want 
of discipline, secondly in want of care in 
handling their weapons, and, thirdly, in the 
unintelligent use thereof. But as a set off 
to these drawbacks and the paucity of 
skilled leaders, must be placed their ex- 
treme mobility and the utter indifference 
shown by their Government to the an- 
nihilation of whole battalions. In China 
above all other countries, human life 
is held cheaply, and a victory would be 
lightly bought that cost almost any number 
of peasants. The difficulties of the march 
to the capital are therefore not exaggerated 
when they are described as serious. To 
overcome them’ successfully: without {oo 
great a sacrifice of life, will task our own 
resources and the ability of our commanders 
to the utmost. It is sincerely to be hoped 
that they will neither be drawn into traps 
such as the Boers laid for us nor commence 
the march with too small a force. 
There is some little danger, moreover, 
of the British and foreign authorities 
over-estimating the influence of the Chinese 
officials in the southera provinces and reckon- 
ing too much on their friendly feeling and 
‘ good offices. So far the Yangtze Viceroys 
have shown an apparently friendly and sen- 
sible demeanour. They have been obviously 
correct, and very probably they are in reality 
sincerely anxious to avert a quarrel with 
the Treaty Powers and equally as desirous 
of maintaining peace in their provinces. 
But it will not do to trust too far to this 
apparent goodwill and evident desire to 
avoid a quarrel. The time may come when 
these officials will no longer be able to main- 
tain the correct and neutral attitude they 
have hitherto presented. It is reported, 
and this doubtless from a Chinese source, 
that’ the Viceroys Coane Curn-tune, Liv 
Kouwne-y1, and Li Hune-cuane and the Taotai 
SHENG are even now expecting to receive an 
Imperial Decree degrading them and remov- 
ing them from office. If is also said that 
two ministers of the Tsung-li Yamen known 
to have.foreign predilections have been de- 
capitated. If this be true, it is certainly 
alarming ; if it is not correct, it is put into 
currency with a most sinister design. The 
true policy of the Treaty Powers is to trust 
no Chinese officials until they have been so 
far proved that they are at open and irre- 
concileable variance with the Peking authori-

So far the Southern Viceroys have had a 
comparatively easy part to play. They have, it 
is true, been sitting on the fence, which is 
not ordinarily an easy or comfortable posi- 
tion to take up, but they have had obvious 
excuses for it on both sides ; for they could 
no doubt assure the Throne (or Prince 
Tuan ?) that they had been keeping the 
foreign devils in check—and perhaps (who 
knows ?) fooling them with concocted tele- 
grams concerning many matters, notably 
the situation in Peking; and, on the other 
hand, they could, with apparent sincerity, 
tell the Foreign Consuls that they had 
been obliged to use great tact and 
moderation in order to restrain the turbulent 
and anti-foreign elements within their 
jurisdiction. What could be more plausible, 
especially joined to the irreproachable de- 
meanour they have hitherto preserved ? But 
we hope, none the less, that too much trust 
will not be reposed in these high dignitaries. 
Up to a point they mean well by us, no 
doubt, because they recognise the mad folly 
of the Peking Government in rushing blindly 
into a war withthe whole Western world. 
Events may happen, however, that may 
shake their decision to stand neutral. They 
may be drawn into the conflict against their 
judgment, and even against their inclina- 
tions. As for Lr Huna-cHane and his apt 
pupil and protegé Suene Taotai, they are 
not to be trusted for an hour. They will 
serve the Imperial Government, no matter 
of whom it consists, if they can do so safely. 
They will endeavour to accomplish this by 
first attempting to win the confidence of 
some of the Powers and then, by covert pro- 
mises, seeking to destroy the accord that 
exists and bring about a hopeless breach 
among them. It is not improbable that the 
authors. of this war calculated upon the 
apparent estrangement existing between 
Great Britain and some of the Continental 
Powers to prevent any united action, or at 
any rate to enable them eventually to cause 
a breach among the principal Powers. 
However this may be, it is morally certain 
that this is the role which it was intended 
the veteran Lr Hune-cuane should play, 
and which he will no doubt gladly accept 
should opportunity offer. As for SHene, he 
has already been made eminently - useful. | 
As Director-General of the Telegraph Ad- 
ministration, he has given such news or 
rumours to the world as has served the pur- 
pose of the Peking Government, as is proved 
by the fact that never yet has he permitted 
a direct message from one of the Foreign 
Ministers now supposed to be interned in 
the Imperial City to his Government or 
his chief subordinate in the Consular service. 
Mystery still encompasses Peking like a 
cloud, and this will only be dissipated, we 
fear, when the relieving army forces its 
way into the capital.

Of all the Powers no one has, however, more 
rapidly come to the front than Great Britain, 
and this in the face of the fact that she was 
by no means the most favourably situated 
as far as distance was concerned, but mainly 
from the circumstance that her large and 
widely distributed navy enabled her to strike 
at the earliest moment. Even in the gen-

THE STATOS OF HONGKONG AND 
CHINESE TAXATION.

The formation of a China League having 
for its object the instruction and enlighten- 
ment of the public at home marks a step 
taken in a direction which we have fre- 
quently pointed out as being the one neces- 
sary before any effectual action would be 
taken by the British Government to insist 
on China fulfilling her obligations to other 
countries ; and, at the same time, to assist 
her in reforming her administration in such 
a manner that fulfilment of these treaty ob- 
ligations will be possible on her part. In our 
article: of February 24th, referring to Tariff 
revision and to the tour then being made 
through England by Lo Fzne Lo, we said, 
“By far the most essential thing in this 
“connection is that accurate and clear in- 
“formation on the point should be conveyed 
“to the public in England and America, 
“more especially in the former country, 
“where the absence of Customs: duties on 
“the great bulk of articles of everyday con- 
“sumption enables interested parties to ad- 
“vocate views which would not be so readily 


* “received in America. We have no hesita- 
_ “tion in saying that the tour of the Chinese 


“ Minister through Britain has one aim and 


' “object, and that’is to pave the way for an 
' “increase in the Tariff without an adequate

an intelligent public opinion. Tt is to meet 
this danger that the very wise step of forming 
a China League has been adopted. But itis 
not only at home that the Government needs 
to be backed by an intelligent public opinion; 
tauch can be done in this Colony by a care- 
ful consideration of the problems entailed 
in the reorganization of the Chinese Empire, 
and as its immediate welfare is closely con- 
nected with that of its neighbour, it becomes 
the duty of all whose vocation calls them 
here to give the matter their earnest con- 
sideration. Of course amongst so many 


‘complex problems it is well nigh impossible 


for the ordinary man to go fully into all; 
but the broad outlines of the policy he 
wishes to see pursued he both can and must 
grasp, however much he may be content to 
leave the working out of details to experts. 
To take, for an instance, the question of the 
status to be accorded to the I. M. Customs 
in this Colony as one which has agitated 
and to some extent rendered the relations 
between us and the mainland rather strain- 


ed. There is no doubt that as circum-! 


stances were then the voice of the public 
was for non-recognition, and that on broad 
principles public opinion was right; but, 
under the changed conditions which must 
result from the settlement of the trouble 
now going on in China, it becomes a question 
whether the views formerly expressed under 
this heading are not in need of reconsidera- 
tion.

Hitherto this was supposed tobe the ona 
remedy for all evils, but experience has 
proved that such is not the case, and the 
whole method of opening Treaty Ports must 
be gone into and amended.

The “Acting Puisne Judge was doubtful 
as to whether he could make the order, but

the 10th October, 1899, this original contract 
between the defendants and the Kwong Hing 
Cheong was. entered into, but in January of 
the present-year the defendants discovered that 
-the work could ‘not be completed in the stipul- 
‘ ated time. On the 8th February Barlow, one of 
: the, partners in the defendant firm, went to the 
- plaintiffs and laid the matter before them. At 
-that interview some arrangement was come to. 
. -The- plaintiffs said that at that interview Bar- 
low. gave the order, and that Barlow promised 
. to pay, because, as was explained, he had money 
-in hand under the original contract. The 
plaintiffs’ case proceeded to say that they 
refused to do the work for and give credit to 
and at the order of Kwong Hing Cheong. 
The plaintiffs’ manager, Wong Kan, said, “I 
«paid I would not do it for the Kwong Hing 
Cheong." The accountant, who was present at 
_the interview, said, ‘We have done work for 
the ‘Kwong Hing Cheong before. They still 
owe us money. I would not have consented to 
do the work. for the Kwong Hing Cheong. I 
knew they were in difficulties.” The Kwong 
Hing Cheong were to approve the work, and 
the accountant said the Kwong Hing Cheong 
certified that the work was correct and proper 
and they put on their chop. Pursuant to this 
arrangement the first two bills were made out 
in the defendants’ name. Afterwards the bills 
ere fh the name of the Kwong Hing Cheong 
& enable the defendants to recover from them’ 
if possible under the arrangement already enter- 
ed into. On the 5th March Barlow made a pay- 
ment to the plaintiffs. The plaintiffs’ case was 
that the amount due upon the first month’s 
work was $198, and that the defendants fre- 
quently promised to pay the plaintiffs. On the 
18th May the work was finished. Mr. 
Sharp proceeded to read the evidence as to the 
point that Barlow ordered the work to be done 
and promised to pay, because he had money in 
Zi hand on the first contract, and that Barlow 
1. paid Wong Kan $198 on the 5th March and 
_ frequently promised to pay the balance. Mr. 
Sharp contended that the true explanation of 
the whole trouble was to be found in Barlow's 
own evidence that the defendants lost upon the 
the contract. He said, “ We lost $1,600 or 
. $1,700 on our contract—$1,200 or $1,300 on the 
\g engines alone.” 
: Mr. Slade subsequently addressed the court. 
The Chief Justice dismissed the appeal. but 
made no‘order as to costs. 
The Acting Puisne Judge dismissed the ap- 
peal, but allowed costs. 
Mr. Slade addressed the court as to costs and 
showed the difficulties of the case. 
The Chief Justice altered his judgment as 
to costs, and accordingly the appeal was dis- 
missed with costs.

THE HOSPITAL-SHIP “ MAINE.” 
A telegram, dated Simla. 23rd July, says: - 
The hospital-ship Maine. with its complement 
of American nurses, sailed on the 1th instant 
for China, from South Africa. She will be 
supplied with a quantity of equipment either 
at Bombay or Hongkong. . 


The Government of India on the 20th ult. 
issued a most important resolution on the 
plague. in which they frankly admit that it is 
impossible. to stamp out the disease in India, 
though they think much can done be to reduce it, 
They lay down that only such measures are to 
be taken as can be enforced without hurting 
the prejudices of the people. They absolutely 
forbid the employment of informers, compulsory 
examination of corpses, the shutting up of peo- 
ple in infected houses and the preventing of 
their escaping from infected areas.

The. report of the Principal Civil Medical 
Officer (Dr. J. M. Atkinson) is published in 
the Gazette.

The admissions to the Hospital were 204 
in excess of those of the previous year, the num- 
bers being 692 as compared with 488 in 1898, 
the average strength of the Force being 716 as 
compared with 630 in 1898.

Malaria] fevers have contributed the greatest 
number of cases; undoubtedly much of the fever 
has been occasioned by the temporary nature of 
the buildings in which the Police have of ne- 
cessity been housed; when permanent brick 
buildings have taken the place of the temporary 
buildings, mostly matsheds, I anticipate & con- 
siderable diminution in the number of cases of 
malarial fever. 

There were sixteen deaths amongst the mem- 
bers of the Force during the year, three less 
than in 1898; four of these occurred in the 
Hospital, vfz., three Europeans and one Indian, 
the latter was a Police recruit and died of 
phthisis ; of the Europeans one died from acute 
peritonitis, one from delirium tremens and 
the third from hyperpyrexia occurring in the 
course of fever, 

TROOPS. 

The number of admissions to the Hospital 
was 818 in excess of that in 1898, whilst the 
average strength of the garrison was only in- 
creased by 125. 

Th» rate of mortality was ingreased in both 
the European and Indian Troops, that in the 
latter being more than double the rate in 1898; 
the number of deaths was 29 as compared with 
21 in the previous year. 

GOVERNMENT CIVIL HOSPITAL. 

‘The number of admissions is the greatest yet 
recorded in the history of the Hospital. The 
increasing demand for hospital accommodation 
is likely to continue, as I have already pointed 
out the addition to the Colony of the New Ter- 
ritory has already contributed a large increase 
in the numbers of sick Police, there have also 
been many serious surgical cases admitted and 
several Chinese from the New Territory have 
availed themselves of the benefits to be derived 
from an institution of this sort. I would hore 
reiterate what I stated in my last report that it 
will be necessary for the Government to serious- 
ly consider the question of either consideralily 
enlarging the present hospital or better still of 


erecting an entirely new hospital supplying in- | 


creased accommodation and arranged more in 
accordance with the best modern practice. Dur- 
ing the yearascheme for training European 
female nurses has been inaugurated ; three pro- 
bationers one from Shanghai, one from Macko 
and another from. Manila —have been appointed 
and there are already several names of ap- 
plicants for vacancies on the Matron’s list. . 

The rate of mortality, 4.16 per cent., is by far 
the smallest recorded for the past six years. 

The largest number of admissions occurred 
during the months of August and September, 
a similar fact has. been recorded-in-the case of 
the sick Police, so we may conclude that. in 1899-

| THE ACTING VICEEOY'S OFFICAL CALLS. 

‘On the 31st July H. E. the Acting Viceroy 
Tak Sow, together with several officials, called 
for the first time as Acting Viceroy upon the 
Consuls for France, the United States, Great 
Britain, Germany and Portugal in Shameen, and 
the next day he paid a visit also to the comman- 
der of one of the gunboats. The principal 
topics of conversation were the events of the 
present crisis. He reiterated the assurance of 
protection for foreign residents of Shameen and 
missionaries, and declared the safety of foreign 
Ministers at Peking. 

THE STATE OF CANTON. 

I happened to meet a respectable Chinese 
official of good standing, whose knowledge and 
experience of Chinese and forcign affairs has 
been held in high estimation, and whose infor- 
mation about the affairs of Canton is always 
reliable. Being an old acquaintance of mine, 
I have not the least, doubt: of his word. In 
giving me his views about the position of Can- 
ton he.says that, so far as he knows. there is not 
the least likelihood of an nttack upan_ the 
Shameen ; for there are several sruuboats here 
which command the respect of the Chinese, and 

. the soldiers are kept under strict control ; there 
is no fear either of the local banditti, because they 
hate not sufficient arms, ammunition. or pro- 
visibns ; and there is no probability of the people 
of Canton rising against foreigners, because 
they have a large commercial business at stake. 
The Cantonese never sympathise with the 
Northeners, nor the latter with them: they 
instinctively hate each other. There might be 
a sort of riot here on a small scale if fle foreign 
authorities attempted to drive the small boats 
away from the canal where they moor; for 
every hong or shop in the Canal Road has 
twe or three such boats under contract by 
month or by year to take cargoes off. . Other 
boats that lie alongside with no apparent 
business pick up a living by taking passengers 
across the river. The latter usually have 
some bad characters forming a society to 
protect them. Each of these boats pays them 
30 or 40 cents a month as squeeze. ‘They can 
hardly have any access to the mandarins for 
protection, so that in case of any trouble these 
rascals must fight for them. The trouble in 
the North has already affected a good deal the 
business of Canton, and another row (even a 
small one) would certainly make it worse, and 
again throw the residents of Shameen into 

Quteta non movere is the best policy. 

As everything remains quiet) now, it would be 

the height of folly to disturb it; for a little 
spark may kindle a large fire. It would not be 
difficult to quell a small riot and kill a dozen or 
two poor and perhaps innocent beggars; but it 
would look very awkward and end very unsatis- 
factorily. ‘

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PRECAUTIONS, 

Recently the Consul for France issued a 
circular, and has offered the residents within 
‘the French concession every possible help. In 
yl case of an attack the signal of alarm will be 
: given either by the church bell, or by firing 
rockets, guns, or any other means available is 
the. circumstances, and then all will have to 
leave their homes and go to the Bund at the 
French steps, where there will be boats ready to 
receive and convey them to the French gunboat. 
Some of the residents have even called at the 
Consulate and personally tendered their thanks 
to the Consul as a recognition and appreciation 

of his kind intention. :

THE BLACK FLAG CHIEF'S ATTITUDE. 

Imperial edicts having been sent to nearly all 
the Viceroys of the Provinces requiring them 

sexd troops to Peking, the late Viceroy 
Tan of Canton recommended the Impérial 
Government to summon the Black "Flag Chief, 
Liu Yungfu, with his army to the North to sup- 
press the Boxers or perhaps to resist the foreign 
troops. The Acting Viceroy asked Liu if he 
would go, and he replied that if the Govern- 
ment want him to go, he will take 10.000 troops 
with him to the ‘North, but that he will require 
several hundred thousand dollars for expenses, 
without which he will not go, as he was 
fooled once in Formosa, at the time of the Chino- 
Japanese war, and does not wish for a repetition 
of this. Hoe was left there without any am- 
munition or provisions, was almost destitute, 
and had to run away in the disguise of an old 
woman. As tho Government is unable to supply 
this money, it has been decided (o send up 3.00 
troops under a cheaper general overland, wit! 
intent to “ suppress the Boxers.” 

4 CROP OF RUMOURS. 

One account of the disturbance in the North 
the Cantonese are circulating all sorts of 
rumours; some say that the large importation 
of arms into Canton means war, others say that 
the arms have bean smuggled in for the use of 
the local banditti, others that there are a large 
number of soldiers and had characters in Yii 
Chi sha, north of Canton, awaiting orders to 
rise, others again that the ‘foreign gunboats 
lying opposite Shameen are awaiting orders to 
bombard the city; one person of the rich class 
says thatas some of the natives bank in Ta 
Tung Street are collecting their outstanding ac-- 
counts, and mean to close up. it is time that they 
should run away too to Hongkong or Macao for 
refuge. Nevertheless. Canton and its surround- 
ing districts, towns, and villages are all quiet. 

A BANK FAILURE. 

One of the native hanks. * Po ( he ng.” Ta 
Tung Street. failed to the extent c¥ several 
hundred thousand dollars, which affected other 
banks an shops a good deal. The manajrer 
of the Kai Wing bank petitioned the Nam Hui 
Magistrate, and had the insolvent bank closed 
and sealed to go through the form of bank- 
ruptey by paying a certain percentage to its 
creditors anda large squeeze toa mandarin.

DESTRUCTION OF A CHAPEL NEAR HO-PHO. 
With regard to the reported destruction of 
the English Presbyterian chapel at Ng-yun- 
thung. it appears that there was a mistake. The 
chapel really destroyed was at a small place 
near the market town of Ho-pho in the Kiet- 
yong district. The walls were undermined at 
night by enemies, but fell whilc they were work- 
ing and injured some of them. The work of 
destruction was completed, however, the next 
day by direction of the village elders. 
DISTURBANCE IN A CHAPEL NEAR SWATOW. 
On the 29th ult. one of the American Baptist 
missionaries visited the chapel at Tat-thou-po, 
a large town perhaps ten miles south of Swatow. 
There was no disturbance in the chapel nor 
afterwards during the preaching in the streets. 
and it was not until the next day that the mis- 
sionary learned that one of the native Christians 
had been severely beaten. It appears that some 
rude fellows entered the chapel not long after 
the missionary left and behaved so insolently 
that one of the native Christians expostu- 
luted, .whereon he was well beaten for 
his pains and forced to knock his head on the 
ground before them. ; 
LOOTING OF A. B. PREMISES AT UNG-KUNG.: 
About ten days ago a number of roughs 
went to the place at Ung-kung (Wang-kang) 
owned by the American ‘Baptist Mission and oo- 
cupied by Rev. A. F. Groesbeck and family. 
They seemed bent on mischief, but finally went 
away after throwing some stones. The leadere 
were recognized and information given prompt] 
to the authorities. -A little later Mr. Groesbec 
came up from Swatow and called at each of the 
‘three yamens in the city. He was well received 


the neighbours -objected for fear the fire might “ 
spread, so they contented themselves ¥ ith mak- 
ing a bonfire of Mr.-? Groesbesk’ ibrary .. 
Before tha books had begun to burn’ much they - 
wore interrupted by the arrvial of the guilitary: ee 
mandarin—a Hunanese—with forty or fifty sol- - 
diers. He scattered the crowd, now grown to 500, © 
it is said, but a parently made no arrests. “A 
messenger came from the English Presbyterian - 
chapel saying that the rioters were there, 80 off 
the soldiers went, only to find that it had been 
completely gutted by the rioters; but tlie out- 
side building was not damaged. If. appears 
that a teacher ran from the A. B. place to the 
military yamen as soon as the rioters. ome, bat 
the runners would not let him in nor inform the 
magistrate, By a desperate effort he managed - 
to get by them and broke through into the pre- 
sence of the official himself, who at once sum- 
moned his soldiers and went to the rescue. 
Word reached Swatow late 
the 6th inst. ; 
THE RIOTERS AND THE AUTHORITIES, 
The leader of the riot was the one formally 
accused as the leader in the previous attempt. 
He evidently waited long enough to see that 
the authorities did not intend to move in the 
matter and then got up the second mob. The 
authorities had ample time to act and cannot es- 
cape the full reponsibility for what they took no 
jeasures to prevent. Unless they act now 
promptly and wisely the spirit of lawlessness 
will spread, and not only the chapels but the 
homes of the native Christians will be plunnder- 
ed. It is some comfort to state that no one was 
injured and that plunder seemed the only object 
of the rioters. ‘They seemed to expect to find 
hoards of treasure and atfacked in order every 
box and chest, choosing the heaviest first. 
Ung-kung is a populous and important city on 
the coast very near the Fuh-kien border. 
. Launches run daily between there and Swatow. 
The mission house was not merely looted, the 
floor was torn up and the roof-tiles smashed. 
What the mob could not or did not wish to 
carry away they broke up or rendered uselegs...

“Roughly speaking,” says Mr, Clennel, “ its 
share is about one forty-fourth of. tho trade of 
the Empire, and it contributes about the same 
proportion to the total oustoms revenue." He 
continues :— ,

Omitting from .cousiderations of space the 
minute details of the report, we come to Mr. 
Clennel’s remarks on the foreign settlements 
at Hangchow, from which we take the following 
sentences: No foreign merceant as yet re- 
sides at Hangchow, though the port is visited 
from time to time for commercial purposes 
by foreign buyers of ‘cocoons and others. 
. . . One British merchant has a regu- 
larly-appointed Chinese agent at the. settlement, 
and there are seyeral drug shops and fancy 
goods stores in the city that display the firm 
names of well-known foreign houses in Shang- 
hai. . . . It will thus be seen that the foreign 


’ community in Hangchow consists of mission- 


aries and officials. If the inland towns of Shao- 
hsing, Chuch'i, Hsiaoshan, T’anghsi. and Kia- 


‘ hsing be included there were resident in the 


district at the end of the year, 52 British sub- 
jects; 32 Americans; 32 Japanese; 11 Danes; 
2 each of French, Germans, Spaniards, Nor- 
wegians, and Austrians; and | Italian. Of 
these, only the customs staff with the settle- 
‘ment engineer and chief of police live on the 
foreign settlements. The séttlements 
are two in number, of which one is specially re- 
served for Japanese. Both are situated at an 
inconveniently long distance from the principal 
parts of the town. The Japanese settlement is 
as-yet wholly unoccupied, but on the other, or 
general settlement, a considerable number of 
Chinese houses have been, or are being, erected, 
though the only edifices in forvign style are the 
customs buildings and the police station. Of 
the 35 lots into which this settlement is divided, 
10 entire lots, and portions of 11 others, have 
been taken up by British subjects, and all the 
remainder by Americans, French. and Italians. 
except those parts reserved for Chinese Govern- 
ment use. . . . This general settleinent is an 


‘ oblong piece of somewhat unhealthy, low-lying 


land—originally marsh or arable—extending 


‘about 2,000 feet along the bank of the Grand 


Canal, and 2,600 feet inland. Although it may 
very likely be all gradually sublet to Chinese 
occupiers, I should think it-most unlikely that

The French battleship Guichen arrived in the 
harbour on the 3rd inst., having left Brest 
on the 23rd June. : 

At the Magistracy on the7th inst. a boy lately 
in the employ of Mr. T. G. Hughes, of “ Beryl”, 
Kowloon, was fined $5, or 14 days. for leaving 
work without notice. Heonly went to “Beryl” 
in Tuesday of last’ week and left on the follow- 
ing Thursday, having previously run away from 
a house in Knutsford Terrace. 

The case against the crew of the launch 
Cheong Yuen was continued at the Magistracy 
on the 7th inst. and again adjourned. Evi- 
dence was given by two men from Canton, who 
identified some of the property found on board 
the launch as belonging to them, and as having 
been stolen when the Wo Ping junk was 
pirated. 

‘On the 6th inst. a lukong appeared at the 
Central Police Station and produced a bundle 
of notes, valued at $1,000. which he said he had 
picked up in Quesn's Road Central. A China- 
man engaged a ricksha, and as he drove away 
he dropped something. The lukong picked it 
up and found the notes. The Chinaman had by 
this tinfe got out of sight. 

Among the delinquents brought before Mr. 

- Hazeland on the 3rd inst. were a couple of Chinese 
priests. P. C. Taylor, who is stationed at Aber- 
deen, was on duty near the harhour there on 
Thursday when he heard a loud noise proceed- 
ing from one of the junks, and on boarding her 
he found the defendants: beating gongs. for 
doing which a fine of $3. or 14 days, was imposed. 

On the night of the 2nd inst.a man was observed 
to drop down in Queen's Road West at the corner 
of Centre Street, and on his being examined he 
was found to he dead. On the police appearing 
the man was removed and was found to have 
died of plague. Later on Inspector Baker 
found a, dead body in a house in Third Street. 
and it was afterwards discovered that death had 
resulted from the same cause. 

On the 3lst ult. a report was made to the 
police by Mr. C. T. Letton that he had lost a pair 
of pincenez. asilk handkerchief, and $5 in money 
at the bathing-shed at Kowloon Point. On the 
7th inst. a Chinese detective who was on duty 
there seized a loafer who was going through 
the pockets of the bathers, and found the miss- 
ing silk handkerchief in his possession. and the 
pincenez was subsequently found concealed in 
the man’s bed in his house by Sergeant Gourlay 
and the detective. 

Mr. J. H. Dandy, the Chief Inspector of Nui- 
gances, appeared at the Magistracy on the 3rd inst. 
forthe purpose of giving evidence against a milk 
seller carrylng on business at No. 6, Cochrane 

Street, for adulterating his milk. It appeared, 
however, that the man who had been summoned, 
_and for whom Mr. Wilkinson appeared, was 
not a milk-seller, and that he had. been hauled 
before the bunch instead of another man to 
whom he sub-lets a portion of his premises. 
Under'the circumstances the summons was with- 
drawn. 

In our issue of the 7th we reported that a 
lukong had picked up $1,000 in notes, which he 
saw a Chinaman drop as he got into a ricksha 
near the Clock Tower that morning. The same 
evening a Chinaman presented himself at the 
Central Police Station and reported that he had 
lost two $500 notes, and the $1,000 was accord- 
ingly handed to him, his description of the notes 
being feorrect. It was suggested to him that 
the -lukong who found the notes was deserving 
of somo recompense, and after thinking the 
matter over the owner of the notes disbursed $10. 

A loafer of the name of Leung Fu Shing. 
without occupation or abode, was charged-on the 
6th inst. with stealing $5 from the person of a 
girl.ten years old. The girl was in Queen's 
Road Central when the prisoner came along 
and-snatehed a $5 nate out of her hand.
